GRASS VALUB —Tt wonder if 
you place any value on the grass 
that grows on your farm? Every 


blade, bunch and patch of grass 
has some value, The value may 
be small, but the value is there 


and it is up to us to get it if we 
can, If we would go about in 
our fields and woods and look on 
each blade of grass as having 
some value in it and then try to 
realize that value in some way 
we might do better with our farm- 
ing business. There is much dif- 
ficulty in making a profit from 
the grass that grows in your 
crops but it is very easy to get 
the value from the grass growing 
in the woods and on uncultivated 
lands, How many acres of land 
do you own which are not being 
used? Byery acre of land is worth 
something for the purpose of graz- 
ing cattle and unless you are real- 
izing this value by using the land 
you are not getting the full value 
of your grass crop, ‘This state 
should wnd could grow many more 
eattle than we are now producing 
if our lands were all properly used, 
If you have 200 acres of idle Jand 
which is worth one dollar per acre 
each year, then you are losing 
$200 each year of your life, If I 
could say or do something which 
would cause you to realize what 
you are losing and prompt you to 
do better about the matter, then 
my efforts would not be in vain, 
I would like to see the day when 
every farmer in this section could 
be as careful about his pasture 
land as he is about nis farm land. 
As between the two, I'm inclined 
to believe that the pasture land 
is the most valuable. Three strands 
of barbed wire nailed to the trees 
with only a few posts will do the 
job and you can then enjoy the 
use of all your lands, Why should 


we sit idly by and permit our lands | 


to grow grass and weeds which 
are to be destroyed by fire in the 
fall, when it is so easy for us to 
pasture on all that land and make 
a profit from every acre we own? 
Then, too, there is the old ques- 
tion of fire and timber, If you 
pasture on your wild land your 
timber will grow more rapidly and 
the fire control is very easy. If 
we did not make one dollar from 
our cows it would still pay us to 
pasture it, But the profit from 
grazing our lands is more than 
what we would get from the tim- 
ber. In my opinion wild land is 
worth at least one dollar per year 
for grazing purposes and it is also 
worth one dollar per year to your 
young timber, If you are not get- 
ting this profit you are losing it 
and I would like to suggest that 
you get busy and begin realizing

Dies From Heart Attack 


WASHINGTON, D, C.--Senator 
Joseph TT, Robinson, Democratic 
leader and New Deal legislative 
kingpin, was found dead in his 
bed Wednesday, July 14, at the 
age of 64, 

‘The sudden death of the Senate 
leader shocked the capital and 
threw the administration's legisla- 
tive program into turmoil. 

Robinson, who had been Demo- 
cratic leader since 1922, was per- 
sonally in charge of the admin- 
istration’s two major legislative 
campaigns to enact President 
Roosevelt's bills to reorganize the 
courts and the executive depart- 
ments, His colleagues generally 
had expected his appointment to 
the Supreme Court to fill the yva- 
cuncy created by the retirement 
of Justice Van Devanter, 

Although Robinson's health had 
not been quite as good as in form- 
er years, his sudden death was a 
tremendous shock {to his senatorial 
colleagues and all of official Wash- 
ington, 

The Democratic leader had been 
working with terrific energy dur- 
ing recent weeks in an effort to 
Gevise & compromise court bill for 
which he could obtain Senate ap- 
proval. President Roosevelt had 
authorized him to draw any kind 
of court bill the Senate would pass. 
The substitute measure now un- 
der debate was drafte; under his 
direction, 

He also had given close personal 
attention to the government reor- 
ganization program. Two or three 
weeks ago he personally introduc- 
ed a compromise bill to carry out 
the chief executive's reorganization 
program and had called his com- 
mittee to begin work on it. 


Some of the Arkansas senator's 
closest friends, however, had been 
disturbed by his physical condition. 


He had missed several days 
from the Senate during recent 
weeks due to the strain on his 
physique. 


After attending a strategy con- 
ference with his chief lieutenants 
on the court bill Tuesday morning, 
Robinson returned to his home in- 
stead of attending the Senate ses- 
Sion because he did not feel up to 
par. There was no indication, how- 
ever, that his illness was serious. 

Robinson’s home, where he was 
found dead Wednesday, is directly 
across the capitol plaza from the 
Senate wing of the capitol. He 

yas temporarily living alone, ag 
Mrs. Robinson had gone home to 
Little Rock, 

The sudden death of Robinson 
gave rise immediately to specula- 
tion over his successor as Demo- 
cratic leader. When talk of his 
possible appointment to the Su- 
preme Court began, three major 
possibilities were mentioned for 
leader—Senator Byrnes of South 
Carolina, Senator Harrison of Mis- 
sissippi, and Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky. 

Robinson, for the past 15 years 
Democratic leader in the Senate, 
has been one of the outstanding 
political figures in Washington. 

When the Democrats gained con- 
trol of the Senate along with the 
election of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Robinson became majority leader. 
As such, he has been the New 
Deal’s legislative chieftain, and 
steered through Congress the mass 
of new laws initiated by President 
Roosevelt's administration. 

In 1936, when Roosevelt was re- 
nominated at Philadelphia, Robin- 
Son was the convention's perma- 
nent chairman. 

In his capacity as majority lead- 
er during the New Deal, Robinson 
Supported the administration's pro- 
gram from beginning to end. Crit- 
ics have contended he was aban- 
doning his principles in doing so, 
because he was a conservative at 
heart. 

But others have displayed a con- 
sistent streak of liberalism, From 
his early House days he supported 
child labor and anti-trust legisla- 
tion as well as other measures 
characterized as “liberal.” 

He was without doubt one of the 
Senate’s most popular members, 
despite a violent temper which on 
occasion caused him difficulties. 
Away from work, Robinson was 
one of the most genial of men, He 
was famous for his story telling. 
His chief recreations were hunt- 
ing and fishing. 


Selves almost, by apparent design 
to lift Joseph Taylor Robinson to 
& position of eminence in the Dem- 
ocratic party in the affairs of the 
nation, 

Although a figure of importance 
in the Senate during the better 
part of the decade after the World 
War, his peculiar availability in 
1928 made him the running mate 
of Alfred E, Smith in one of the 
most memorable presidential elec- 
tions in the nation’s history. 

To a large extent he shaped his 
own destiny, but he was, never- 
theless, &@ man seemingly cast for 
the times, Religion and prohibi- 
tion, over which the States be- 
low the Mason and Dixon line felt 
deeply, dictated that the Demo- 
cratic party, which had chosen 
Smith, a New York Catholic and 
wet, as its leader to contest, with 
Herbert Hoover, would do well to 
go to the South for its vice-presi- 
dential nominee, 

In Senator Robinson, the party 
found a man not only suitable to 
meet the strategic necessities, but 
also one whose ability, political 
courage and simple dignity held 
out the best hopes for success, 

He carried his campaign—one of 
the most ambitious ever attempted 
by a major candidate—froin coast 
to coast and from the northern- 
most States to the Gulf; and while 
his ticket was badly beaten, Rob- 
inson returned to the Senate mani- 
festly more strongly entrenched as 
the leader of his own party and 
&® power to be reckoned with by 
the Republicans in the determina- 
tion of any policy. 

His rise to prominence reads 
like the theme of a boy’s novel 
from the pen of an Alger or a 
Standish. Within 14 days he had 
been a representative in Congress, 
governor of Arkansas and a Unit- 
ed States senator from that State. 
He resigned as congressman Janu- 
ary 14, 1913, to become governor, 
having been elected to that office 
the previous September, 

Meanwhile, the death of one of 
the senators from Arkansas had 
created a vacancy and the Legisla- 
ture promptly chose the newly-in- 
Stalled governor to go to the Sen- 
ate. He was selected January 28 
and took the oath March 10, 1913, 
thus returning to Washington al- 
most coincidentally with Woodrow 
Wilson, whom he supported loyally. 

Senator Robinson was born in 
& small settlement hear Little 
Rock, August 26, 1872, the son of 
Dr, James and Matilda Jane Rob- 
inson, He obtained his early edu- 
cation at home and in rural schools 
and at the age of 17 began teach- 
ing school to earn money to en- 
able him to continue his studies. 
He attended the Arkansas State 
University and pursued his law 
course at the University of Vir- 
ginia, He was admitted to the 
bar in 1896. 

On December 15, 1896, Senator 
Robinson married Miss Ewilda Ger- 
trude Miller, ‘They had no children.

WIRELESS; FUN’RAL IN ROME 

ROME, Italy, July 20.—A world 
bound more closely through his 
genius tonight mourned the death 
of the Marquis Guglielmo Marconi, 
the father of wireless, 

The famous inventor, who was 
only 21 when he discovered how 
to telegraph through space, died 
early today of heart paralysis in 
his palace-home in the heart of 
Rome, He was 68 years old, 

He left unfinished his far-reach- 
ing development of the ultra-short 
wave but his work will be carried 
on by the group of experts who 
have searched with him in the 
mysteries of transmission without 
wires, 

Marconi, whose wireless mess- 
ages first bridged the Atlantic in 
1901, was a frequent visitor to the 
United States. 

First of the leaders to pay re- 
Spects at the death-bed of the 
pioneer was Premier Benito Mus- 
solini, who kissed his forehead. 
Marconi was to have seen Tl Duce 
last night in the Palazzo Venezia, 
but a sudden heart attack forced 
the inventor to cancel the visit.

G. M. Bentley, Knoxville, Tenn., 
chairman of the Southern Plants 
Board, was requested to call the 


George L, Harris, director of 
plant industries for Alabama, said 
“we are unable to say now wheth- 
er @ quarantine will be recommend- 
ed" against the Argentine pest, 
held potentially more dangerous 
than the boll weevil and discover- 
ed in this country only two years 
ago, 

“The matter must be discussed 
as a problem that affects the whole 
South, not only those areas in Ala- 
bama and Florida where infesta- 
tion has been discovered,” Harris 
said, 

Milledge Murphy, of the Georgia | 
Bureau of Entomology, said "Geor- | 
gia wants 4 quarantine,” and quot- 
ed a telegram sent by M. S, Yeo- 
mans, George State entomologist, 
to the State's congressional dele- 
gation asking “full protection,” 

W. A. Ruffin, Alabama extension 
entomologist, who presided at a 
closed conference of officials today, 
said Georgia, Florida, Alabama 
and Louisiana officials also had 
asked or would request Congress 
to finance a campaign of eradica- 
tion and control. 

Mr. Ruftin advised farmers in 
areas not infested with the Ar- 
gentine weevil to refrain from 
visiting infested fields in South 
Alabama and Northwest Florida. 

“The infestation appears to be 
confined to a relatively small area 
of about 35 square miles, but the 
insect may easily spread to other 
sections,” Prof. Icuffin said. “Those 
visiting’ the infested fields may 
carry away eggs, larvae or adult 
bugs in trousers cuffs or automo- 
biles, thus establishing the weevil 
on their own farms,” 

Experts visited fields of infesta- 
tion—some of them appearing to 
have been riddled by buckshot— 


in a 35-mile area along the Ala- 


bama-Florida border before they 
began their conferences. 
About a score of Florida and 


Alabama farmers attended an open 
forum prior to the closed session, 
at which it developed little was 
known regarding habits and life 
of the weevil, which experts said 
must be determined before ade- 
quate control measures can be de- 
veloped, 

Six Alabama and Florida field 
workers will begin work tomorrow 
with representatives of the Bureau 
of Entomology and plant quarsn- 
tine to determine exact extent of 
infestation, B. M, Gaddis, of the 


U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
said “some time’’ would be re- 
quired to get Federal forces in 


motion due to lack of definite ap- 
propriation. 

C, A. Anderson, Louisiana State 
entomologist, told the group of 
farmers and experts, “you have 
an incipient infestation here and 
unless you do something about it 
you all wifl have to move out and 
there will be nothing’ left but 
abandoned farms.” 

Dr. J. H. Montgomery, Wlorida 
quarantine officer, said state and 
Federal agencies should work to- 
gether with the Federal Bureau 
a spearhead of the campaign. He 
said it was a national problem. 

C. H. Young, in charge of a 
Federal bureau laboratory estab- 
lished here two weeks ago, said 
the weevil, which came from South 
America, also had invaded Aus- 
tralia and attacked nearly all field 
and garden plants. He is direct- 


ing experiments with varied 
poisons. 
Discovered in the South about 


two years ago but identified as an 
invader from South America only 
last year, the weevil has spread 
over two Florida counties and one 
Alabama county. 

Three times as large as the boll 
weevil, prolific and with a widely 
varied appetite, the Argentine wee- 


Vii not only eats on cotton, but on 
other field and gardén crops, It 
is found on weeds, too 

The wingless pest travels over- 


land or is carried, Poison placed 

in trenches is being tried as an 

experimental control measure. 
“Potentially,” said George L, 


| Harris, director of plant industries 


for Alabama, “we believe it may 
be as great or greater pest than 
the boll weevil. We do not know 


enough about it yet, however, to 
determine the full danger it may 
bring. Its spread since it first was 
discovered indicates that it may 
serious,” 
B, M. Gaddis, of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, came 
here from Mississippi to study the 
insect and its destructive methods. 
He would not venture a prediction 
on the possible damage the weevil 
might cause in the future, but said 
& thorough study would be made, 
In touring the infested area to- 
day, the experts gathered adults 
and larvae, studying every phase 
of its life cycle. The larvae are 
destructive to tender roots, while 
the adults soon leave plant foliage 
riddled with holes,

County Agent Hugh D. Sexton 
wis among those in attendance at 
the conference held in Florala this 
week when plans were formulated 
for a fight on the new crop pest. 
Mr. Sexton was in Elba early Wed- 
nesday morning and had several 
Specimens of the Argentine weevil 
and also the grubs, which are said 
to be the worst enemies of grow- 
ing plants. His specimens were 
in bottles so there is no danger 
of them getting a start here from 
the samples. 

Mr. Sexton says that numbers 
of ways have been and are being 
tried out to destroy. the insects, 
and that the adult bug can be 
successfully poisoned, but the 
great problem is how to kill the 
grubs which are in the ground 
around plants, under rocks, ete., 
and which do the greatest damage 
by destroying the roots of grow- 
ing plants. However, with State 
and Federal entomologists and all 
others versed in “bugology” coop- 
erating, some plan of control will 
eventually be worked out.
